IN MEMORIAM 
CRAWFORD H. HOLLIDGE 


On August 29, 1979 Crawford H. Hollidge died at the age of 80. The retired 
U.S. Air Force Colonel was a noted pilot, conservationist and benchrest 
shooter. His accomplishments were numerous and his friends were counted by 
the hundreds. 


Inactive in recent years due to health, but not desire, Mr. Hollidge was noted 
in benchrest for his Spin True bullets, his X ring rifles, the ‘‘Flybuster’’ target 
and the numerous records that he held. The ‘‘Ernest Stuhlschuter’’ column in 
the early days of Precision Shooting was the work of Mr. Hollidge. The little fat 
guy at the benchrest, as seen on much shooting gear today, was a copyrighted 
design of the retired Colonel. He did much for us when he was an active partic- 


ipant. 


Some of his early shooting records included: 10 shots at 100 yards, .2677, 
Johnstown, NY, 1953; 5 shots at 200 yards, .6506, Staunton, VA, 1956; Grand 
Aggregate 100 & 200 yards, .3542, Plainfield, NH, 1957; 100 yard Aggregate 
.2164, Plainfield, NH, 1957 and 5 shots, 200 yards, .372, Dryden, NY, 1961. 
There are more but the information on them is not available at this time. He was 
a fine shot and a fine individual. 


Although he is gone from the scene his early efforts are felt by all of us. He, 
and his kind, did much to advance the sport to its present levels. Without their 
efforts we might not have the game we enjoy so much. 


Mr. Hollidge is survived by his wife, Mary, ason and a daughter. We extend 
our deepest sympathy to his family.
